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HUNT ROSTER 





The Hunt Roster is the issue in which The Chronicle, as the offi- 
cial publication of the Masters of Foxhounds Association, sets forth 
the annual inventory of organized foxhunting in North America. In 
it are listed the names of packs recognized and registered by the As- 
sociation together with details as to their address, establishment, 
means of support, livery, staff members, type and number of hounds, 
location of kennels, accommodations for visitors, hunt supported 
events and description of country. 

The most important item on this imposing list is the last. With- 
out a country in which scent will lie so that hounds can hunt their 
quarry and in which hounds can be followed by mounted horsemen, 
there can be no organized foxhunting. Second in importance are the 
hounds themselves. Unfortunately their importance and interest as 
the principal actors on our venatic stage are matters which far too 
many foxhunters never seem to appreciate fully. Hunting attracts 
many different kinds of people for many different reasons—hounds, 
horses, exercise, companionship, pagentry, snobbishness, scenery and 
so forth. All of them are good reasons in their way, but not all of 
them are equally rewarding. Certain it is that a basic understanding 
of hound work and hound breeding is not only the most important 
aspect of the sport, but also the one which gives the greatest returns. 

How can this knowledge be imparted to the novice foxhunter? 
Many a Master has scratched his head over this problem. He sees 
hounds and the line of the hunted fox over-ridden; he hears a chatter 
of irrelevant conversation when hounds are performing brilliantly in 
unravelling a difficult problem; he realizes that too many followers 
think only of their horses, galloping and jumping. He knows that 
such people will be lost to foxhunting when their particular interest 
ceases, but that they would be foxhunters for life if they could be- 
come hound men and women. Finally he knows that responsibility 
for making them such lies squarely on his shoulders. 

The best time to learn about hounds is when we are growing up. 
It is for this, as well as for many other reasons, that most Masters 
welcome and encourage a pack of beagles in their country. Beagle 
hunting offers hound work pure and uncomplicated by horses and the 
many other factors which complete the foxhunting picture. Conse- 
quently a keen beagler makes the best of foxhunters. 

Many hunts charge their Field Masters with the duty of explain- 
ing to the novice members of the field just what hounds are doing and 
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why. It takes knowledge and jud- 
gement to combine such remarks 
with leading the field, but it can 
and is being done, most success- 
fully. Helping to road hounds and 
going out regularly in the cubbing 
season enables followers to fami- 
liarise themselves with the names 
of hounds and their individual 
characteristics, knowledge which 
will add greatly to their apprecia- 
tion and pleasure in the work of 
the pack during the regular sea- 
son. Going to hound shows is the 
best way to learn about conforma- 
tion and type. 

There is also much to be learn- 
ed from books, provided one also 
acquires the actual experience 
with hounds on which to base 
one’s reading. The Chronicle fol- 
lows this line in selecting and ed- 
iting the material it publishes on 
foxhunting. In writing accounts 
of hunts we urge our correspon- 
dents to emphasise what hounds 
did during the course of a run, 
rather than who jumped which 
big fence. We also publish as 
many pictures of good hounds 
as possible, mostly in connection 
with shows, both in this country 
and in Britain. 

As we take inventory, let us 
work to increase in every hunt 
each year the proportion of men 
and women who think first of 
hounds.

It is generally accepted as fact among 
Turf investors that a player can show a 
profit if (a) he has enough capital, or 
(b) he waits for “spots.” 

It is rare, indeed, that a patron of the 
course has (a) or is willing to wait for 
(b). There are cases on record in which 
bettors with plenty of capital did not 
succeed and there have been times when 
the patient ones waited for spots and the 
spots lost. 

But the credo lives on. Living proof 
of it walked into the general office of 
an eastern racetrack not long ago in the 
person of two well-dressed gentlemen 
and an equally smartly-accoutered fe- 
male. 

The most highly-polished male accost- 
ed the lady at the desk with, “We have 
come for our season tickets.” 

The lady didn’t know who the people 
were even after she heard their names 
and called her boss. 

The racetrack man sized them up as 
pretty important-looking people, but 
couldn’t see why he should give them 
tickets. He thought an explanation was 
in order, and he got it. 

“We have developed”, the spokesman 
for the visitors said, “the first complete- 
ly fool-proof, proven racing system, we 
have checked it over a period of years 
and know positively that it will produce 
for us. Our operations will be highly 
profitable to the track. Please give us 
our tickets.”

Mrs. H. L. Nathenson’s Blue Choir won 
the Foreign Bred, as expected. The pay- 
off was $3.40 for $2. The dark bay son 
of Menetrier—Fleur Bleue, by Deux 
pour Cent, was held off the early pace 
by Jockey Willie Hartack, slipped 
through on the inside and was in front 
by a length hitting the stretch. He drew 
out to win easily by three. Blue Choir 
was the high-weight in his field with 
125 pounds. 

Queens Beeches finished second, Klai- 
ron was third and Fox II, fourth. 

Jolly Friar, shipped over from France 
for the race, refused to leave the start- 
ing gate. 

Blue Choir, trained by R. W. Lilly, 
won the Grasslands and the Balmoral 
Turf Handicaps earlier in the season. 
His 1955 earnings, with the $32,500 from. 
the F. B., total $109,995. He has won 5, 
been second in 2 and third in 3 of his 
18 races. 

Lady Ainsworth bred the colt in Ire- 
land. 

C. T. Chenery’s Prince Hill took the 
American Bred Stakes, by 2% lengths. 
Chevation was second, Boy D’Amour, 
third, and Kaster, fourth. Social Outcast, 
under 131 pounds, was fifth, and will get 
into the United Nations only if one of 
the four ahead of him scratches. 

Prince Hill’s time for the mile and 
one-eighth was 1:49 flat, two-fifths of a 
second slower than the track mark and 
three-fifths faster than Blue Cho:r’s 
time.

Sometime Thing 
was fourth. A three-year-old, Gandharva 
was registering her sixth win of the 
season in 9 tries. She has been second 
3 times. Her 1955 earnings amount to 
$56,750. The Mermaid provided $13,850 
of this. Her only other stakes win was 
in the Betsy Ross at Garden State. 

Bred by Brookmeade, Gandharva is 
trained by Preston M. Burch. She is by 
Olympia, from Psychist, by Psychic Bid. 

Hedley Woodhouse was Gandharva’s 
rider in the Mermaid. 


Aqueduct 

Form prevailed in the 46th running of 
the Babylon Handicap on September 12, 
but it had a little trouble prevailing. 
The 2-to-1 choice, First Lap eked out a 
nose victory over Tick Tock, which was 
cutting down the margin at the wire. 
Noorsaga was third, 2% lengths behind 
the second to finish and 4% in front of 
Migrator. 

The property of Mr. Richard A. Lewis, 
First Lap put $12,875 toward defraying 
stable expenses That makes $36,470 the 
two-year-old colt has won. In 10 starts, 
he has 4 victories, 2 seconds and a third. 
His only previous stakes win was in the 
Lafayette at Keeneland. 

M. Miller trains the colt and Hedley 
Woodhouse has ridden him in his last 
two starts — both wins. 

First Lap is by Ky. Colonel, out of 
Anne Odette, by *Pharamond II.

F. Schulhofer Wraps Up Two Stakes And Is 


Second Once In Three Successive Races

Not quite making it in his seasonal 
bow at Fair Hill, five days earlier, where 
he lost out in a photo to Caste, Stanch- 
field Wright’s Third Copy showed a pow- 
erful effort in the stretch run to score 
in the $7,500 added Bushwick Hurdle 
Handicap on Thursday, Sept. 15th, best 
infield offering of the week. Favored 
by a light impost of 134 lIbs., Scottie 
Schulhofer kept Third Copy well out of 
it for a turn of the field, then moved up 
approaching the far turn, reaching a 
contending position turning into the 
homestretch, and then went on to win 
by two and a half lengths, with some- 
thing in reserve. Although Adams on 
The Proff, which finished second, and 
Harr on Hyvania, the third horse, did 
not claim interference, the Stewards 
held up the result while they viewed 
the motion pictures of the stretch run, 
for Third Copy lugged in repeatedly 
from the next to the last hurdle to the 
final one, apparently bothering both 
The Proff and Hyvania. However the 
result was permitted to stand, with The 
Proff a scant head in front of Hyvania, 
while another two and a half lengths 
separated Carthage and Basilia for the 
short end of the purse. 


Seven went postward in the Bushwick 
with *Par Amour under 152 lIbs., away 
fastest, and leading his field to the first 
turn. The Proff and Basilia were closest, 
followed by Hyvania which lost several 
lengths at the break but rapidly made 
it up. Into the backstretch the first 
time, The Proff, a four-year-old, and 
weight for age top weight under 151 Ibs., 
went to the front and held that position 
for the next turn, while *Par Amour 
dropped back to second. Passing the 
stands the second time, The Proff still 
had a daylight lead, but Harr started to 
move with Hyvania and challenged The 
Proff around the clubhouse turn and in- 
to the back stretch the last time. Gain- 
ing a narrow lead, the Bostwick horse 
appeared capable of going on to win, 
but as the field rounded the far turn, 
Schulhofer moved up fast with Third 
Copy on the outside of horses, with The 
Proff, Basilia and Hyvania across the 
track as these four approached the next 
to the last hurdle. Jumping into the lead 
here, Third Copy lugged in and appeared 
to bother The Proff, then continuing to 
lug in, he carried Hyvania toward the 
infield. but fortunately Schulhofer had 
enough horse under him to establish 
a daylight lead at the final hurdle, and 
straighten the horse out in the run in on 
the flat. 

Third Copy was making his second 
start of the year and covered the about 
two miles in 3:3834, a little more than a 
full second off the course mark. In 1954, 
Third Copy made four starts, winning 
once, and being in the money the other 
three times. In his last start here at 
Aqueduct on Sept. 8th, 1954, he ap- 
peared to have his race won, his compe- 
tition including *Par Amour, Marcheast, 
The Proff and others. Breaking down 
in the running, he still managed to fin- 
ish second. It later developed that he 
had cracked a bone below his hock in 
his near hind. Responding to treatment, 
Eugene Weymouth, his young condition- 
er, did a good job in bringing Third 
Copy back for a real sharp effort. 


Earlier in the week, Bobby Davis sent 
out Allison Stern’s *Irish Pageant to 
score in a mile and three quarter hurdle 
race designed for non-winners of two 
races other than claiming. Either set- 
ting or pressing the pace all the way, 
Schulhofer completed the first half of 
his “Double” for the week, by bringing 
home the Stern campaigner a length and 
a half in front of Martingle. Three quar- 
ters of a length back, King Gavin ran a 
good race to be third, an equal distance 
in front of Pine Shot. This was a real 
tight race right up to the wire, four 
horses fighting it out right up to the 
last fence. One unfortunate incident 
marred the running, when Herman Del- 
man’s good three-year-old, Shiny Dime, 
landed poorly over the fourth hurdle, 
and in an effort to keep upright, evi- 
dently jumped on himself, almost sever- 
ing a tendon. A suture job was done, 
and only time will tell if he can run 
again, but it will take more than a year 
for the result to be known. 

The following day, Wednesday, Sept. 
14th, Allison Stern and Bobby Davis 
were the winning owner and trainer. In 
a photo finish Albert Foot brought home 
*Danny Boy 2nd, a neck in front of Bom- 
bez, with Schulhofer in the saddle. These 
two put up a stirring finish around the 
last turn and up to the wire, with the 
winner just getting the advantage from 
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the last hurdle to the wire. Ring o 
Roses, the pacemaker for more than a 
mile, held on well, but wasn’t up to the 
top two when the real test came. Eternal 
Son, which finished fourth, broke poorly, 
and was never in a favorable spot. 

On Friday, Mrs. H. T. McKnight’s 
three-year-old Corkage was an easy win- 
ner of a maiden claiming event over the 
smaller course at a mile and a half. 
Chee Oaks made most of the pace for 
about a mile, with Archery 2nd and The 
Beagler in close attendance, while Mc- 
Donald on the eventual winner lay back 
of these. Moving up through the back- 
stretch, Corkage got to the lead going 
to the far turn, and was never in danger 
thereafter, winning by five lengths. Chee 
Oaks, Archery 2nd and The Beagler 
shared the remainder of the purse in 
that order. 

An interesting sidelight of this race 
was that the winner was bred by George 
Weymouth, while Chee Oaks, running in 
his silks finished in the runner-up posi- 
tion. D. M. Smithwick, trainer of Cork- 
age, purchased this three-year-old for 
one of his clients from George Wey- 
mouth early in the Saratoga meeting. 
For those with a memory of hunt racing, 
and in particular, the Maryland Hunt 
Cup of 1949, Cormac, the sire of Corkage 
will bring back recollections of a grand 
timber horse, whose racing career came 
- = abrupt end by a carelessly thrown 

ottle.

Greenhalgh’s home-bred, under Melvin 
Ferral, bested owner-rider Charles M. 
Cann on Galant Ship by 10 lengths for 
the place award, 

Making his fall debut, Mrs. Wm. J. 
Strawbridge’s *Land’s Corner, hero of 
this year’s Maryland Hunt Cup, finished 
4th, after setting the pace during the 
2nd mile of the 3 mile journey. Ridden 
as usual by amateur rider B. H. “Laddie”’ 
Murray, the stalwart jumper was obvi- 


ously “short” for his first autumn out-. 


ing. Others to complete the hill-and-dale 
course were Capt. J. B. Bentley’s Gillian 
and Mrs. Clifford Smith, Jr.’s Tagnall.

The sport of organized foxhunting in the United States and 
Canada appears to be in a healthy condition as this Roster goes to 
press. 

It is true that the number of hunts recognized by or registered 
with the Masters of Foxhounds Association of America is somewhat 
less than was the case a few years ago. This is due to the discontinu- 
ance of a number of hunts on Army reservations by reason of me- 
chanization of cavalry and artillery units, and to the fact that several 
hunts were forced to terminate by reason of housing and industrial 
developments in their hunting countries, 


A number of new hunts, however, have been organized and there 
has been an increase in the number of registered hunts that have 
qualified for recognition. 

Fields on the average are larger, and it would seem safe to say 
that the number of people participating in the sport is higher today 
than ever before. An encouraging aspect of this increase is the num- 
ber of children riding to hounds and participating in hunter trials 
and other events. The pony clubs established in various hunting 
countries under the guidance of United States Pony Clubs, Inc., are 
having an ever increasing effect in this respect. A very successful 
three day rally, in which children representing some eleven clubs 
participated, was held in June of this year at Unionville, Chester 
County, Pennsylvania. 

Another development has been an increase in the number of 
hunts having joint masters. Fifty-three hunts now have more than a 
single master. 

The number of ladies holding the position of M.F.H., has also 
increased, so that now there are thirty-five lady masters or joint mas- 
ters. 

There are 92 Recognized Hunts and 10 Registered Hunts a total 
of 102. They are distributed geographically as follows: Canada — 6, 
of which 4 are in the Province of Ontario and 2 in the Province of 
Quebec; Virginia — 18; Pennsylvania — 16; Maryland and New 
York — each 9; Ohio and Massachusetts — each 5; Connecticut, 
Illinois and Michigan — each 4; North Carolina and New Jersey — 
each 3; Missouri, South Carolina and Tennessee — each 2; and Ala- 
bama, California, Colorado, Delaware, Indiana, Georgia, Kentucky, 
Oregon and Wisconsin — 1 each.

The Second Canadian Annual 


English Foxhound Show 





The second Canadian English Fox- 
hound Show under the auspices of the 
Masters of Foxhounds Association of 
America and held in conjunction with 
the Canadian National Sportsmen’s Dog 
Show took place at the Coliseum, Toron- 
to, on March 15th, 1955. 

The judges were Mr. and Mrs. Dean 
Bedford of Foxhill Farm, Fallston, Mary- 
land, U. S. A. Mr. Bedford is an ex-M. F. 
H. and well known judge of English 
Foxhounds and no one has a better eye 
for a hound than Mrs. Bedford. Fifty-six 
entries came before the judges repre- 
senting The Montreal, Toronto and North 
York Hunt, London and Eglinton Hunts. 
It was quite evident from the start that 
the Show this year was a marked im- 
provement over last year particularly in 
the type of hound shown and the way 
they were handled. 

The first class for unentered Dog- 
hounds was won by The Toronto and 
North York Hunt with Seaman, a well 
balanced and promising dog hound by 
AvonVale Prodigal °50, out of Sequin 
50, with second place going to Montre- 
al’s Minto, by Stormer '51 out of Mis- 
chief °52 and third to London’s Oliver 
by Onward '50 out of Prudence ’52. 

First in the second class for best cou- 
ple of un-entered Dog Hounds was a- 
warded to the very well matched entry 
of the Montreal Hunt, Minto and Mentor, 
litter brothers. Pageant and Seaman— 
Toronto and North York’s entry took 
second place and London’s Oscar and 
Oliver third. 

Class 3 for entered Dog Hounds was 
won by Eglinton’s Ruler '54 by North 
Staffs Porter ’51 out of Grove and Ruf- 
ford Rally °’52. This hound, though not 
large has a most pleasing top line, great 
depth through the heart and a truly — 
hound head, as has Toronto and Nort 
York’s AvonVale Prodigal '50 by Avon- 
Vale Vandyke ‘46 and Their Patchwork 
‘46, who was placed as a close second to 
him. The duel between these two out- 
standing hounds continued in Class 7 
for the Champion Dog but the younger 
hound Ruler beat his adversary after 
considerable deliberation on the part of 
the Judges 

Toronto and North York’s AvonVale 
Prodigal 50 came into his own however, 
when he won Class 5 over Eglinton’s 
Bedford °53 by Dashwood ‘51 out of 
Baroness °48, as the best stallion hound 
certified to be the sire of living puppies 
The winning hounds short back and 
strength of loin, plus personality and 
showmanship are not easy to beat and 
he triumphed once more when with two 
of his get, Princess and Precious, he 
carried off the Toronto and North York’s 
Challenge Trophy. 

Class 9 for unentered bitches was well 
and truly won by Montreal’s Cheerful, 
by Waggoner 50 out of Chrissie '50. This 
bitch possesses a good combination of 
substance and quality and it is hoped 
that she will prove as useful in the field 
as she has on the flags. Toronto and 
North York took second place with Pas- 
sion, a daughter of Prodigal '50 out of 
Wisdom ’53 and third went to Eglinton’s 
Remedy by P. Stewart’s Portman °47 out 
of Grove and Rufford Rally ’32. London’s 
Nell, by Naval ’48 out of Antic ’50 was 
fourth 

There were a diversity of types con- 
tending in the entered bitch classes and 
Toronto and North York Hunt’s Wis- 
dom °53 by Winter ’51 out of Gaily ’52 
was a popular winner in Class I for 


best entered bitch, again in Class 13, 
The Eglinton Hunt Chailenge Trophy 
for best bitch certified to be the dam of 
living puppies and finally in Class 14 as 
Champion Bitch. Hard as it is to take 
ones eyes off this outstandingly beautiful 
bitch, she had her work cut out to tri- 
umph in the aforementioned classes over 
Eglinton’s Grove and Rufford Rally ’52, 
by Brockelsby Rockwood ’45 out of Grove 
Spicy ’50. This bitch, although of a dif- 
ferent type is also hard to fault and well 
deserved her place as Reserve Champion. 

Toronto and North York’s 4 litter-sis- 
ters, Princess '54, Precious ’54, Prentice 
54 and Prudence ’54 by Avon Vale Prod- 
igal ‘50 out of Vivian °49 captured Ist 
place in Class 15 for best two couple of 
bitches to beat Eglinton’s not so well 
matched quartet of Racket ’54 and Ran- 


sack ’54 by Rallywood ’51 out of P. Ste-

wart’s Ransome 46 besides Chagrin Val- 
ley Hunt’s Delta ’52, by C. V. H. Tarter 
‘49 out of C. V. H. Daphne ’50.

53. This combination was exceptionally 
well matched for height, colour and type 
and had in consequence previously won 
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Toronto and North York Wisdom ‘53 
Champion Bitch.

The competition was a lot keener this 
year than last, and when the Toronto and 
North York Hunt eventually gained the 
most points, it was by only a small mar- 
gin over Eglinton with Montreal 3rd and 
London Hunt 4th. 

The last named Hunt unfortunately 
were only able to enter in about half of 
the classes and things might have been 
very different if they had been able to 
show in all classes.

Hound shows seem to be growing in 
popularity in this country. The Virginia 
Foxhound Club last month, after a lapse 
of 14 years, revived its Montpelier show 
with more entries than it had ever had 
since its founding in 1935. The Litch- 
field Hound Show and the Canadian Fox 
Hound Show, both begun within the last 
few years, showed similar growth in 
1955. 

At Bryn Mawr it was the same story. 
The American foxhound entries were up 
from 109 in 1954 to 131 — the beagle 
entries up from 71 to 93. There were no 
packs of basset hounds last year, but 
there were four on September 9th. 

As in recent years only Mr. Stewart’s 
Cheshire Foxhounds and the Fox River 
Valley packs exhibited in the class- 





Masters. It is certainly to be hoped that 
other Masters of packs in the United 
States and Canada with English hounds 
will see fit to show at Bryn Mawr in fu- 
ture. 

Mr. Stewart’s Cheshire Windsor ’54 
was champion dog hound, besting not on- 
ly last year’s champion Archer ’52 from 
the same kennel, but also the unentered 
Fox River Valley Barbican, a young 
hound who can only perhaps be criti- 
cised on the ground that he looks so 
much like an American hound. The ma- 
trons took the championships for bitch- 
es, but the lady which provoked the most 
comment was the unentered Fox River 
Valley Clockwork, as nice a young bitch 
as has appeared in the ring for some 
time.

This small entry 
is deplorable, particularly since there 
are rumors that building encroachments 
are forcing Denison Hull to give up his 
country and his hounds. Many of the 
packs in England to-day are producing 
hounds which are far more suitable for 
American conditions than those which 
were fashionable a few decades ago. Of 
course packs like the Cheshire have been 
selecting strains that do well here for 
many hound generations — and they 
usually are able to make bitches as well 
as stud hounds available to American

Twelve classes and three championship 
classes were offered in the American 
hound division, 131 hounds from 11 
packs competing for the 42 ribbons a- 
warded. Four ribbons went to Middle- 
burg and one to Deep Run. All the oth- 
ers were divided between the Orange 
County, the Essex and the Millbrook. 
This concentration of awards is certainly 
far from desirable and presents a num- 
ber of problems which must be solved 
if this division is to continue to expand. 
Orange County took 6 firsts including 
the coveted get of sire and pack classes. 
Essex was second in number of firsts 
(4), taking also the championships for 
dog hounds and for the best American 
foxhound, while Millbrook accounted for 
2 firsts and the bitch championship. 

The 4 hunts showing in the Penn- 
Marydel classes exhibited a variety of 
hounds ranging from the heavy old- 
fashioned Eastern Shore type to hounds 
which’ would not have looked out of 
place in the near-by American wing. As 
far-as one could tell from the ring side, 
the two judges did not seem to agree 
wholly on which type breeders of this 
strain should try to produce. In some 
classes hounds of the former type were 
placed on top; in others the racier-loek- 
ing individuals were awarded the blue. 
Huntingdon Valley won the pack class 
and also the championship with their 
Flirt 54, which also won this honor last 
year. She would certainly look well in

such American packs as the Essex or the 
Millbrook. 

Cross-bred hounds are judged accord- 
ing to English standards. The Meadow 
Brook and the Green Spring, having ad- 
hered to these standards for many years, 
inevitably reaped the benefit of this 
policy. In fact several years ago Meadow 
Brook sought permission from the au- 
thorities of the Bryn Mawr show to exhi- 
bit their hounds in the English classes. 
This permission was withheld, although 
their hounds would have held their own 
against many pure bred English hounds 
in this country. 

Green Spring exhibited some excep- 
tionally nice types, especially their un- 
entered dog Ajax by Cheshire Archer 
49. It also won the stallion class with 
Sovereign °52, a very nice dog by Elk- 
ridge-Harford Stroller ’50. Their Ameri- 
can ancestors appeared to dominate the 
Vicmead entry, although their Rajah and 
Rioter by Old Berks Raider °45 were a 
very nice couple. Meadow Brook’s five 
couple, a very level and even lot, had 
little difficulty in winning the pack class, 
while their Gremlin ’54 easily won the 
entered dog class. That very stylish bitch 
Document ’51 took the championship as 
well as several lesser honors. 

In the horn blowing contest Mrs. John 
Hannum, M. F. H. of the Cheshire won 
the English horn division from a strong 
competing entry. Sterling Leach, hunts- 
man of the Orange County, won the cow 
horn division.

Changes In Foxhound 
Kennel Stud Book 


Cc. R. Acton 


At the Annual Meeting of the Masters 
of Foxhound Association held at the 
Mayfair Hotel, London, England, import- 
ant legislation was passed concerning 
the right of entry of hounds into the 
Foxhound Kennel Stud Book. This will 
effect hound breeding in the British 
Isles, and will interest all American 
Masters of Hounds whose packs contain 
English or Welsh Foxhound blood. The 
resolution that was passed at the Meet- 
ing legislates for the inclusion in the 
pages of the F. K. S. B. many hounds 
that have hitherto been barred. In future 
the progeny of certain hounds not pre- 
viously eligible will now be eligible, 
provided that such hounds come from an 
established pack of Foxhounds which has 
been hunting fox only for at least ten 
years, and the antecedents of such 
hounds, going back five generations, 
have been kept for hunting fox only. 
Welsh bred hounds, complying, will be 
accepted if approved by the Welsh 
Hound Association. All entries for the 
Stud Book must be approved by the 
Committee of the Association. 


According to the new regulations the 
majority of the hounds of the Scarteen 
and the College Valley will be available, 
and a minority of the Cotley and Dum- 
friesshire. This is most important; as 
the Scarteen are Black and Tan hounds, 
that have been bred by the Ryan family 
for some three hundred years; the Cot- 
ley are descended from West Country 
Harrier Stock, but have been hunting 
fox only for some years; whilst the Dum- 
friesshire and College Valley are “unor- 
thodox” hounds, bred upon genetical 
methods of character analysis, their 
cross-breeding having introduced fresh 
vigor into the offspring, due to an in- 
crease in the number of factors for which 
resulting individuals are heterozygous. 
The breeding of these two packs is a 
comparatively new thought; but, then, 
Genetics itself is comparatively new. 

Excellent as the English Foxhound is, 
it is not perfect, and I suggest that, if 
one thinks that one can produce, by sci- 
entific cross-breeding, a strain of run- 
ning hound better than the orthodox 
Foxhound, one is at liberty to try. The 
Masters of the Dumfriesshire and Col- 
lege Valley have done just this, and now 
their experience will be at the disposal 
of those M. F. H. who wish to work on 
scientific lines. Hounds of the College 
Valley that will not be passed for entry 
are such as are descended from Trail 
hounds within the last five generations. 
The Cotley have used lines of Welsh 
Country Harrier packs that have hunted 
hare during the past five generations, 
and they, too, will fail to fit in with the 
above mentioned provisos. Similarly, the 
Searteen have used blood from the Wat- 
erville and Cahireiveen Harrier packs 
of black-and-tan hounds, and such strains 
will also be ineligible, as will Dumfries- 
shire hounds that go back to a Blood- 
hound cross and an imported French 
hound, both used since the end of the 
Second World War. 


Even so, there is now plenty of scope 
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for the geneticist who wishes to improve 
his hounds, for these are four of the 
finest working packs in the United 
Kingdom. 

But I cannot help feeling that the 
change has gone far enough. I still think 
that there should be two Stud-Books, 
one as ligislated for above, and one for 
such M. F. H. who wish to continue to 
breed upon “unorthodox” methods, and 
stick to the “thoroughbred” English 
Foxhound. The “orthodox” breeders 
(such as the Masters of the Brocklesby 
and Puckeridge) and the genetical cross- 
breeders have produced fine working 
packs of hounds. The protagonists of 
both methods are naturally satisfied with 
their results Each party should have its 
own Stud Book.

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Run Of The Season 


The Rappahannock Hunt opened the 
1954-55 season on Saturday, November 
6th with a hunt which we venture to say 
has not been equalled by any organized 
pack of hounds this year. Rappahannock 
County is fortunate in still having great 
stretches of country which are sparsely 
settled and free from macadam roads, 
conditions which are essential when it 
comes to registering the long points 
which characterized the sport of our an- 
cestors. The meet was at Stonehaven 
the old stone house of Mr. and Mrs 
George Muth, which overlooks one of 
these lovely valleys of grazing land, ly- 
ing between high wooded hills, which 
are found throughout the district. 
Hounds found on Poorhouse Mountain 
and raced away south with such a roar 
that for a while a deer was suspected. 
His point was Slate Mills, a distance of 
14 miles by road and about 10 miles as 
the crow flies — and this fox was really 
flying. To reach it he crossed the moun- 
tains (high hills they really are) known 
as Fielding, Ross, Schoolhouse, Chancel- 
lor and Walden together with the inter- 
vening farms of Meade Fletcher, Carol 
Spitler, Judge Snead, V. R. Gathey, and 
J. Rodes Brown, all big holdings with 
the snake fences which still survive in 
this part of the world, making it prac- 
tically the only natural piece of country 
left in America which is hunted by an 
organized pack of foxhounds. 

The sweet cry of hounds that morning 
was a sound, like Peel’s view halloo, to 
“awaken the dead”, a sound which must 
have reached many a neigboring church- 
yard in which sleep the men who won 
for Rappahannock County the title “the 
cradle of the American foxhound.” What 
a roster they make, these men of Rappa- 
hannock and the adjoining parts of Mad- 
ison and Fauquier Counties! What a 
meet of hounds there would be if their 
hounds were all to be assembled in hea- 
ven, as they so often were on earth, in 
the still coolness of an autumn morning! 
What angelic choir could compete with 
the burst of music issuing from the 
throats of those hundreds of hounds, 
with the crescendo begun by the first 
hound to strike, gathering volume as 
one hound after another joined in on the 
drag, and ending with a thunderous 
roar as the entire pack burst the fox 
from his kennel and drove him across 
the firmament. 

The roll is a long one, but certain 
names stand out. First and foremost 
there is Col. Charles Green of “The 
Shade’, celebrated in the writings of 
his neighbor and hunting companion 
Col. Fred Skinner of “Montpelier”, who 
had virtually the only first class pack of 
hounds to survive the War Between the 
States. John Scott Payne and William 
Winter Payne, General Turner Ashby 
and John Moffett were other great fox- 
hunters of this period. Among the gen- 
eration hunting immediately after the 
War were Tom and Berryman Hughes, 
Murat Willis and Willis Browning, and 
Frank Eastham, the first of that famous 
family. At the turn of the century we 
come to Burrell Frank Bywaters, the 
most extensive breeder of his day, and 
his contemporaries who produced hounds 
of equal quality, Brooke Miller, Bob 
Menefee, Dave Waller, Judd Welch, Wil- 
liam Early, J. E. Ballard and, most im- 
portant of all, the Easthams, Charley, 
Ed and Bob. Coming down to more mod- 
ern times we have Hugh Bywaters, Floyd 
Kane and Joe Johnson. 

Hounds are still running, however, at 
a pace which brings us all back to earth 
Just short of Slate Mills this stout fox 
turned to retrace his steps toward home. 


HUNTING 


By this time the terrain and pace had 
beaten off horses and riders, even the 
huntsman, Jack Bruce, who led those 
following in the wake of the flying pack. 
As they paused to listen from the top of 
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a knob, however, they could hear the 
pack turn toward them on the return 
journey. Hounds ran from scent to view 
as they crossed the valley overlooked
